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REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 46 were pending in the Application at the time 
of examination. The Examiner objected to FIG. 4 as filed. The 
Examiner rejected Claims 4, 5, 32, 33, 43 and 44 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, but indicated these Claims would 
be allowable if re-written. The Examiner allowed Claims 1, 2, 
3, 6 to 31, 34 to 42, 45 and 46. 

Applicants have amended FIG. 4. Applicants have amended 
the Specification to promote consistency between the drawings 
and the Specification. Applicants have amended Claims 4, 5, 
32, 33, 43 and 44. Consequently, Claims 1 to 46 remain in the 
Application . 



OBJECTION TO FIG . 4 

The Examiner objected to FIG. 4 as filed. In particular, 
the Examiner objected to the fact that the reference numeral 62 
was used to denote two separate elements in FIG. 4. 

As shown in the attached replacement sheet for FIG. 4, 
Applicants have changed the designation of the power supply to 
element 61. In addition, Applicants have amended the 
specification to reflect this change to FIG. 4 and to promote 
consistency between the drawings and the Specification. 

In light of the amendments to the drawings and the 
Specification, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner 
withdraw the objection to FIG. 4. 



REJECTION OF CLAIMS 4, 5, 32, 33, 43 AND 44 
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The Examiner rejected Claims 4, 5, 32, 33, 43 and 44 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, but indicated these Claims 
would be allowable if re-written to overcome the rejection. 

As shown above, Applicants have amended Claims 4, 5, 32, 
33, 43 and 44 in response to the Examiner's comments. In light 
of the amendments to Claims 4, 5, 32, 33, 43 and 44, Applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner withdraw the rejection of 
Claims 4, 5, 32, 33, 43 and 44 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, and allow Claims 4, 5, 32, 33, 43 and 44 to issue. 

ALLOWED CLAIMS 1 / 2, 3, 6 to 31, 34 to 42, 45 AND 46 

The Examiner previously allowed Claims 1, 2, 3, 6 to 31, 
34 to 42, 45 and 46. In light of the fact that Applicants have 
not amended Claims 1, 2, 3, 6 to 31, 34 to 42, 45 and 46 since 
Claims 1, 2, 3, 6 to 31, 34 to 42, 45 and 46 were allowed, 
Applicants respectfully request Claims 1, 2, 3, 6 to 31, 34 to 
42, 45 and 46 be allowed to issue.
